: G.S.R 218(E).—In exercise ofthe powers conferred 

by the proviso to article 309 ofthe Constitution, the Presi¬ 
dent hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
National Capital Territory ofDelhi, Andaman andNicobar 
Islands, Lakshadweep, Daman and Diu and Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli (Police Service) Rules, 2003, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the National Capital 

Territory of Delhi, Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands, Lakshadweep, Daman and Diu and 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli (Police Service) 
Amendment Rules, 2010. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the National Capital Territory ofDelhi, Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands, Lakshadweep, Daman and Diu and 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli (Police Service) Rules, 2003, for 
rule 12, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“12. Posting and tenure :— 

(1) Every member of the service allocated to an 
Administration shall, unless he is appointed to an ex-cadre 
post, or is otherwise not available for holding a duty post 
owing to the exigencies of the public service, be posted 


against a duty post under the Administration by the 
Administrator concerned. 

(2) The tenure of a member of the service in key 
functionary posts, namely. Additional Deputy 
Commissioner of Police or Additional Superintendent of 
Police in a District as well and Assistant Commissioner of 
Police, Deputy Superintendent of Police or Chief of Police, 
in charge of a Sub-division, by whatever name called, shall 
ordinarily be two years: 

Provided that a member of the service may be 
transferred from a key functionary post before completion 
of his tenure in the event of promotion to a higher post, 
incapacitation by physical or mental illness, retirement or 
for any other reasons to be recorded in writing. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule 
(2), a member of the service may also be transferred from 
one Union Territory constituent to another as per 
administrative arrangements in this regard.”
